Thousands of Rebellious Farm- 
ers Fight Troops, Burn Es- 
tates, and Seize Rail- 
way Stations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
ST. PETERSBURG, July 20, 8 a. m.—With 
the peasant war spreading like fire through 
the central provinces, where troops are 
shooting down peasants by hundreds and es- 


tates-are burning in scores, the lower house | 


of the douma at 2 o'clock this (Friday) morn- 
ing adopted the long looked for proclama- 
tion to the naiion on the agrarian situation. 

It was freely predicted yesterday that the 
adoption of the proclamation would be the 
signal for a conflict between the douma and 
the czar and that troops would expel the 
douma from Taurida palace today. 

Even yesterday's session of the douma was 
held practically under military guard. All 
the barracks adjoining Tauride palace, in 
which the douma meets, were filled with 
praned troops. 


Look for Ozar to Strike. 
All night rumors have been thick ané fast 


| that the czar will dissol 2 parliament today 


as a result of the conference held at Peter- 
hof Wednesday night. 

All hope of reconciliation between parlia- 
ment and the government is vanishing and 
the government is evidently preparing to 
take up the gage of battle which now has 
been formally thrown down. 

The statement in the official Rossia that 
Russia is arranging to call on Austria and 
Germany for help has created the most in- 
tense indignation in parliament. 

Early this morning, in its closing debate 
on the agrarian manifesto, M. Petrunkevitch 
was wildly applauded when he declared that 
it was impossibie to show consideration to 
a ministry which was negotiating to intro 
duce foreign troops on the sacred soil of 
Russia. 


Manifesto Toned Down. 


The agrarian proclamation adopted at 2 
o’clock this morning was less violent than the 
first drafts debated in the douma yesterday. 
Changes were made at the last moment de- 
signed to minimize the revolutionary fea- 
tures of the document ag an appeal to the 
people against the government and to shift 
the emphasis to a note of pacification, in 
which the peasantry are exhorted to refrain 
from excesses and violence and to await par- 
liament’s decision in the matter. 

The vote was taken at the close of a sitting 


that lasted continucusly for twelve hours, in 7 


which it seemed probable that the address 
would be rejected entirely by the combined 
votes of the right and left wings of the 
house against the irresolute center party. 
The address was only saved from this fate 
by the abstention from voting of 101 members 
of the group of toil and sympathizers with 
that faction, who favored a more radicai 
measure. There were only 124 votes, all 
constitutional democrats, for the address 


and 53 against it. 
Peasant War Is Spreading. 


On the heels of the douma's open cefiance 
of the czar and his cabinet come fuller de- 


tails of the peasant war which, beginning 


in the province of Voronezh, is spreading over 
the central provinces. 

Fifteen estates near the city of Voronezh 
have been burned by peasant mobs since 
Sunday. The strike of hired laborers a 
week ago was brutally suppressed by the 
government forces. HKnormous masses of 
Lhe peasantry then congregated and marched 
in a great column several miles in length 
to sack all estates in the neighborhood. 
rroops arrived and tried to disperse the mob 
with volieys of muskeiry. Many hundreds 
of peasants were killed and wounded, but 
the peasanis stubborniy retused to retreat. 


Troops Forced to Retreat. 

The appruach of masses Ol peasants by 
other roads made the position of the troops 
untenable and they retreated, leaving the 
eStates defenseless. The government has 
sent artillery to the scene. 

The railway stations are packed with fu- 
gitives and the landlords and their families 
are Camping Dy Lhe roadasices. 

One iarge ianded proprietor named Do- 
brousky and his family wandered for days 
across fields before they reached Voronezh. 

Detai.s have arrived of the destruction of 
Prince Orloft’s esiate at Padi, where the fa- 
mous stud of Orloff horses is kept. The men 
in charge had warning of the mob’s coming 
and were abie to drive the horses to the 
steppes, while the families of the employés 
were sent away. Soon enormous columns of 
smoke were seen arising from the buildings 
of the estate. 

The devastators then advanced on the 
Tulinovsky estates, where the horses and 
caitle were driven out of the yards. Local 
peasants hoped the estate would escape des- 
truction owing to*the owner's friendly rela- 
tions with the peasantry of the district. A 
spokesman advanced from the vanguard of 
the horse, however, and read to the local 
peasants and Tulinovsky’s tenants a decree 
ordering the burning and devastation of all 
estates. The peasanis were aliowed Lo move 
their household belongings and the buildings 
burned. 


Devastation Still Going On. 

The horde advanced and repeated the de- 
structive work in all surrounding estates, 
The devastation is still going on. Armed 
peasants in the province of Tula are camped 
across the rallroads near the station of 
Suvorovo preventing the passage of all 
trains. They have been reinforced. by 6,000 
men from the government cartridge factory 
at Tula, which is closed. 

Companies of the Ismailovsky regiment of 
the imperial guard have been placed at all 
stations of the railway between St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow to protect them.

Eighty Peasants Shot. 


Private telegrams say the dragoons have 
Killed eighty peasants in the village of 
Kocherovka, province of Tamboff, while 
3,000 persons were bhoiding a peaceful meet, 
ing discussing the land question. 

Mounted police and dragoons after firing 
several volleys into the ‘crowd charged it 
with drawn swords, The official dispatch 
gays one person was killed and one wounded 
in rioting at Tver.

MAYOR CLOSES UP O'LEARY'S.

Vicwlens of Big Stockyards Gam- 
bler Suddenly Revoked. 


RED PEPPER PRIME CAUSE. 


Collins Gets Revenge for pee of 
His Detectives. 


Mayor Dunne yesterday put a check on the 
gambling operations of “ Big Jim "’ O'Leary 
by suddenly revoking the saloon, bowling, 
billiard, and pool licenses of the establish- 
ment at 4183-4189 South Halsted street. 

The defiant gambling “ king * who never 
had been bothered by Police Inspector Hunt, 
was selling only soft drinks at sundown. 

It is not known exattly how many days 
O'Leary will be thus handicapped, but the 
popular belief is that a week will scarcely 
elapse before the licenses are restored either 
through the O'Leary pull, through a judge's 
order or by their issue to some other person 
of good moral character. The latter, in 
O’Leary’s vernacular, would be “‘the best bet.”’ 
No saloon in Chicago within the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant ever has been closed 
by the revocation of a license. And the new 
owner, strangely enough, always proves to 
be an old pal of the Individual put out of busi- 
ness by the authorities. 

Date of Restoration? 

THE TRIBUNE will undertake to record the 
date of the restoration or the reissuance of 
the license as it does now record—July 19— 
its revocation. 

This is the second time in the prosperous 
career of the stockyards bookmaker that his 
saloon license has been revoked. The last 
time was in April, 1904, during Mayor Harri- 
son’s administration. It speedily was re- 
stored, and he was only temporarily em- 
barrassed. 

Chief Collins Makes Request. 

The mayor acted yesterday at the direct 
request of Chief of Police Collins, who said 
it was the only effective way by which 


gambling could be stopped in the place. The 


chief had not been in a pleasant frame of 
mind for O’Leary or.any of his friends to 
attempt to argue with. The red pepper in- 
cident was the last straw for the chief. 
Several of his men made a raid last week 
and when they attempted to batter down a 
big door they were met with clouds of red 


“pepper which had been sifted into the cracks 


of the door, and they were obliged to retreat 
in haste. 

“O'Leary has been getting too deflant,’’ 
agid the chief in the morning. “He ap- 
pears to be of the opinion that I am not in 
earnest and that I am raiding his place for 
fun. He threatened to get out an injunction 
against me a few days ago because | raided 
his place without sufficient evidence.” 


Sleuths Teil Sad Story. 


So the chief sent a letter to the mayor 


recommending revocation. Attached to the 


letter were affidavits from the six detectives 
who were in the “ pepper raid.” They were 


Burns, O'Connell, Leinenkugel, McNally, 


Fitzgerald, and Kavanagh. 

“The repeated and defiant violation of the 
laws governing saloons by the proprietor of 
the place,” declared the letter, “ makes 
necessary the revocation of the license.”’ 

The chief having got satisfactory orders 
from the mayor at once telephoned the Stock- 
yards police station. He told Capt. Clancy 
to enforce the sudden closing demand, and 


t 


there was instantaneous consternation in the 
region. Clancy has been reprimanded many 
times for his leniency toward O'Leary. But 
it was.now the timefor action. Immediately |} 
after hearing from the chief Clancy tele- 
phoned to Inspector Hunt, who had not been 
apprised of the order. 


Secret System Working Well. 
“What shall we do?” asked Clancy. 
“Send the sergeant over, I suppose,’ said 

the inspector. 

Detective Sergeant Bagley found the usual 
crowd gathered in the gambling room after 
the last races had comein. Twoof the chief's 
men had just left after failing to get any 
evidence of betting going on, and the usual 
“josh” was indulged in over the cleverness 
of the methods used in evading the police. 

A secret code had been arranged, so that 
a bettor could make known his picks for the 
day and the amount wagered without a piece 
of paper being used. It was all done In cir- 
culating around the barroom. One man car- 
ried all the “ tabs ” and it was next to impos- 
sible to find any tangible evidence of bet- 
ting, even though money was seen ex- 
changed after each race. 


“You’re Crazy,” Says Smith. 

This procedure was going on when Bagley 
walked in. 

“It's all off,” he notified *“* Paddy "’ Smith. 
O’ Leary’s brother-in-law, who was in charge, 
O'Leary having gone across the lake. 

* You're crazy. I just took out the license 
this morning,” said Smith. It appears that 
the billlard and pool licenses were in the 
name of Smith, who said License Officer 
“Tom” Farrell had demanded the day be- 
fore that he take out licenses for six pool and 
billiard tables and six bowling alleys. These 
cost $10 for each table and $10 for each 
alley. Smith had come downtown in the 
morning and had paid the money for all the 
licenses. 

“ Well,” said Smith, “ I'll believe you; but 
I can't understand it.” 

With that he walked to the bar. 

“Joe,’” he said to the bartender, “ it’s 
nothing but the ‘soft’ after this. Let these 
gentlemen drink up on me and then put up 
the sign.” 

Menaced by New Saloon Law. 

O'Leary will have to get extremely busy 
during the next month if he does not want 
to stay out of the game. The Harkin or- 
dinance, which stops the issuance of saloon 
licenses for years, gees into effect Aug. 1 
and unless the gambler can win the chief or 
a court he never may be able to conduct his 
bar again, and another of the famous es- 
tablishments for games of chance will be 
a thing of the past. Chief Collins did not 
deny that O'Leary's bartender or one of 
the men associated with him might get out 
a license, but said he would deal with that 
problem when Kk came up. ‘ 

Defines Rights Under License. 

In a written opinion to City Collector 
Traeger, Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Hoyne defined the rights which the owner of 
a ealoon Mcense under the new ordinance 
recently passed by the council! may expect to 
be sustained by the city. 

Attorney Hoyne declares the new ordi- 
nance does not preclude the city from exer- 
cising its police power. 

“A Heense is subject to all reasonable 
regulations established by legislation subse- 
quent to the granting of the Hcense,"’ says 
ithe opinion. “It is generally recognized 
that a license to sell liquor is an exercise of 
the police power of the state in which no 
person can acquire a vested right.”

Milwaukee, Wis., July 19.—[Special.}— 
State Supreme Court Judge [this 
blank tobe filled in later when his identity 
is -revealed] grew tired of paying the full 
annual premium of $671.40 on his ‘nsurance 
policy with never the sign of a drawback. 

He decided he might as well get a rebate 
as anybody else. Then he primed himself 
on the laws of Wisconsin. and when he had 
figured {t all out this is what the member of 
the state Supreme court did. 

He wrote to the home office of the Union 
Central Life Insurance company of Cincin- 
nati and suggested that it send a receipt for 
bis premium with a draft for the amount to 
a bank In Madison. He'd pay thedraftif the 
company would allow the back to subtract 
the usual agents’ commission for collection 
and pay same to him, the state Supreme 


court judge. 


Doegn’t See Where Law Hurts. 

It was pointed out to him this*was a neat 
scheme, but still a violation of the Wisconsin 
anti-rebate law. So he paid the premium to 
the company’s regular agent, but took pains 
to explain in a letter that there was nothing 
in the law to Interfere with his scheme. , 

In remitting the premium to his company 
the agent asked of his chief: 

“When a judge of the Supreme court of 
this state makes an appeal for a rebate, and 
does it direct to the home office, ia it not time 
that there be some eleyation in the moral 
conscience of the people in high places? 

This little story was the feature of today’s 
conference between the state insurance in- 
vestigating committee and risk’ men on the 
evils of the rebate system. It was told by 
J. C. Albright, agent for the Union Central 
Life Insurance company of Cincinnati, 


May Still Be on Bench. 

Mr. Albright would rot give the judge's 
name and refuees to do so until the inves- 
tigators make demand for it. 

He produced, however, copies of the cor- 
respondence between his company and the 
Wisconsin Supreme court judge. As the let- 
ters were written in October. 1902, it is be- 
lieved the judge is now on the bench, 

THe first letter produced by Mr. Albright, 
was dated Oct. 1, 1902. In this Iet- 
ter the judge suggested “that you send 
my receipt to the First National bank of 
Madison, Wis., with a draft attached for 

71.40 and instructions to deliver the receipt 
upon payment of draft, and that in such case 
you permit the bank to take the usual agent's 
commission for the collection with permission 
to pay same to me.’ 

Can’t See Any Reason Why Not. 

The judge added: “1 can see no reason my- 
self why I cannot be permitted to make pay- 
ment in this manner.” 

Secretary E. P. Marshall wrote to the judge 
that J. G. Albright would handle the collec- 
tion. and Mr. Albright did. He tok? the 
judge to send along his premium, and added: 

“To comply with your request to allow you 
the agent’€ commission would be a violation 
of the anti-rebate law of this state.” 

Then the judge paid up. 

The insurance investigating committee 
probably will order Mr. Albright to give the 
name of the jurist and summon him for an 
explanation.

- Washington, D. ¢C., July 19.—President 
33 Sedeevelt today ordered all government of- 
- ficers in charge of government work to punish 
all violations of the eight hour law. 

By the order the president obtained for 
organized labor what its ‘representatives 
failed to induce congress to grant after per- 
sistent effort all last session. So effective, 
however, was the opposition of the great 
contracting firms that adjournment was had 
without any action on the pending Dill, 
though the house committee on labor con- 
sumed many hours in listening to powerful 
arguments on either side of the question. 


Burden Put on Unions. 
-Heretofore it has been the practice of 
causative officers, when complaint was made 


By labor unions that the eight hour law 


‘Wwas being violated by contractors building 
- ships, constructing public bundings, en- 
. in river and harbor works, and other 
~ public enterprises, to reply that it was not 
their business—that the law was binding 
‘upon the contractors and that if the labor 
unions felt aggrieved and knew of violations 
of the law they should themselves proceed 
 jegally against the offenders. The labor 
-wnions asserted that it was almost impossi-

' The effect of the order upon the cost of 
government work is expected to be great. 
- It has been almost the rule for government 
fi contractors to work their men ten, twelve, 
- and even more hours a day. If they cannot

: by 20 to 25 per cent the amount of their

The fact that the commission is consider- 
ing the employment of Chinese has given rise 
to the suggestion that the government will 
build the canal itself rather than award con- 
tracts for various sections, as was contem- 
plated by the administration last winter. It 
is known Mr. Shonts and Mr. Stevens have 
modified their views on this point. 

The disposition of the railroad across the 
isthmus is an obstacle in the way of the 
adoption of the contract plan. The railroad 
is a common carrier, and must transport all 
good@s brought either to Panama or Colon 
for shipment across theisthmus. In addition 
it is used for removal of dirt taken out of 
the prism of the canal. It is feared if the 
contractors were given control of the line they 
would pay less attention to the transportation 
of freight than the hauling of dirt, and, while 
the completion of the canal would be ad- 
vanced, shippers would suffer, and wouid 
hold the United States to accountability for 
Gamages. 

It is explained, however, the importation of 
Chinese would not affect the awarding of con- 
tracts for censtruction of the canal, as in 
such a contingency the government would 
turn over the laborers to the contractors, just 
as it would transfer machines, railroad ap- 
pliances, etc. 


Union Protests Not Feared. 

It is proposed by the commission gradually 
to increase the force of laborers. Any other 
policy would lead to crowding of the quar- 
ters alrearty provided and the undoubted de- 
velopment of disedse. It will be neces- 
sary to put up twide as many houses as have 
been provided for the present force, in order 
to accommodate the number of men who 
ultimately will be employed. This will be 
expensive work, as all the buildings con- 
structed are erected with especial reference 
to sanitary conditions. For instance, all 
houses now occupied by laborers are located 
on high ground along the line of the canal. 
The only houses bullt by the French which 
are used are those that could be made sani- 
tary by drainagé, etc. 

Just what will be the political effect of the 
employment of Chinese .cannot be predicted 
at this moment. The labor organizations 
of the country, particularly of the Pacific 
coast, are opposed to the use of Chinese in any 
American possession. They have objected in 


construction of the canal. It is evident, 
hoWever, that the administration is more 
concerned about the expeditious construction 
of the vast waterway than in the protests 
of organized labor, which cannot furnish 
the personnel required on the canal zone. 

The president’s willingness to comply with 
all reasonable demands of labor unjons was 
determined today by instructions received 
from Oyster Bay requiring government offi- 
clals to see that the eight hour labor law fs 
observed.

Toll Reduction Only Change. 

“The amended charter which was passed 
‘Thursday night gives the company the right 
to put in underground conduits for their 
new trunk lines to Aurora, Elgin, and other 
towns west of here,” said he. ‘‘ They have 
wanted the privilege for a long time be- 
cause the induction from the trolleys and 
telephones was doing considerable damage 
to their overhead system. We, as citizens, 
believed the phone people should grant us 
at least a few reasonable concessions, They 
merely reduced the ‘toll service to Oak Park 
from 10 to 5 cents.

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MASON OPENS ON LORIMER 


EX-SENATOR ACCEPTS THE CHAL- 
LENGE TO DEBATE RECORD. 


Reply Is Made at Big Friestedt Meet- 
ing, Where the Latter Saye He I« 
Not Putting Congressman on Trial 
Then His New Aid Attacks In- 
cumpbent’s Acts in Beef Legislation 
at Washington, Calling Him Sim- 
ply Counsel for the Packers. 


Congressman William Lorimer’s challenge 
to an investigation of his record on the beef 
law was taken up last night by former 
United States Senator William E. Mason at 
a big Friestedt meeting in Oakley hall, Oak- 
ley boulevard and Madison street, in the 
Twentieth ward. Mr. Mason volunteered to 
accept the invitation to meet Mr, Lorimer in 
joint debate in the Lorimer tent. 

Gail Deming and Mr. Friestedt preceded Mr. 
Mason on the platform in Oakley hall, the 
candidate declaring that he did not propose 
to put Mr. Lorimer on trial, and for that rea- 
son did not. consider the congressman's chal- 
lenge aa directed at him. 

“The people of the Sixth district have put 
Congressman Lorimer on trial,’’ he said. 
‘*T have not done so, and I donot propose to 
do so. He is answerable to them, and they 
will give the verdict.”’ 

He gave some attention to the charge which 
has been made by Lorimer supporters that he 
resigned from the council because of “ too 
much private business.”’ 

“ That is the only charge they have been 
able to make against me,” he said, “‘ and the 


‘men who are making it are the same men who 


renominated me for the city council against 
my will and while I was outofthecity. They 
are the same men with whom it was agreed 
after I had been nominated that I should re- 
sign after one year’s service. It is not a 
serious charge at that, and I much prefer to 
have my record show that I did not draw pay 
from the city when my business made it im- 
possible for me to be in this country for four 
months.”’ 


Mason Goes After Congressman. 

Mr. Mason, however, did put Lorimer on 
trial and declared that the congressman's 
own admissions and statements made by 
him in his campaign of defense showed that 
he had worked for the packers and against 
the public. 

** Mr. Lorimer told the other night in his 
first speech,” said the former senator, “ how 
he and the president passed the meat bill. 
Here and there he admits that Speaker Can- 
non and Representative Wadsworth had a 
little something to do with it, but it was 
mostly ‘me and the president.’ In this rela- 
tion Mr. Lorimer convicts himself. He aéd- 
mits that he was responsible for the elimina- 
tion of features of the Beveridge amend- 
ment. 

“In other words, Mr. Lorimer is the person 
responsible for the elimination of the re- 
quirernent which would have made it possible 
for you or me when we bought canned meat 
to tell whether the product was canned five 
days, five years, or fifteen years before. Mr. 
Lorimer says meat canned five years ago 
is as good as freshly canned meat. All right, 
let him have it. You and I don’t want it.”’ 


Lorimer Keeps Up Fire. 

Congressman Lorimer pitched his tent at 
Ridgeway avenve and Douglas Park boule- 
vard at night and repeated his campaign 
speech to a large audience composed of some 
men and many women and children, whoap- 
parently were attracted by the “open air”’ 
meeting. ° 

The speaker went directly into a discussion 
of the meat inspection bill without mention- 
ing the controversy between himself and 
Ald. Ruxton in the Thirty-fourth ward. Con- 
gressman Lorimer made a stronger plea than 
ever for attention to his stand on the meat 
inspection bill. He insisted that he wanted 
a rigid meat inspection at the stockyards, but 
he decried putting the packing business 
under the arbitrary power of the secretary 
of agriculture. 


Calls His Bill Superior. 

“*I believe my bill is superior to the Bev- 
eridge bill becalise it gives the packers some 
recourse beyond the arbitrary views and 
orders of the secretary of agriculture,’’ he 
said. ** Why, according to the original meas- 
ure I opposed in congress the secretary of 
agriculture could come put here and insist 
that the slaughter houses be built ef marble 
and there would have been no recourse from 
that order. 

‘‘Another ridiculous clauee which I op- 
posed was that there should be no night 
work’ at the plants. Such a measure would 
have thrown many men out of employment. 
We might as weil have a law that the street 
cars and the steel mills shall not run at 


night.”’

In the first bar primary ever conducted by 
Chicago lawyers along distinctly partisan 
lines George Fred Rush (republican) and 
Maclay Hoyne (democratic) were indorsed 
yesterday by the Chicago Bar association as 
candidates for county judge to succeed Judge 
Orrin N. Carter. The surprises of the vot- 
ing were the unexpected défeat of Lewis 
Rinaker, the choice of the Deneen caucus, 
by twenty-one votes and the large democratic 
vote, more than one-third of the number 
cast.

Results Contain Surprises. 

The results of the voting, however, were 
only the last of the surprises of the “'pri- 
mary.” The first came when the members 
of the association received their ballots. On 
former occasions the straw vote, which has 
been a custom of the association for years, 
preceding every judicial election, has been 
taken after the political primaries and the 
various candidates were voted on from a 
personal rather than a partisanstandpoint. 

This time notice was sent out that the pall 
would be taken before the official primariés 
are held, and each member of the association 
received two ballots, one for republicans 
and one for democrats, with instructions to 
vote only one. Moreover, the mail which 
brought the ballots brought also letters in- 
dorsing the candidaties of Mr. Rinaker and 
Mr. Hoyne. All of which, in view of the 
well known dictum of the association that 
the judiciary should not be affected by par- 
tisan politics, naturally led the members in 
general, and the candidates in particular, to 
fear that political wolves were entering the 
fold. 

Arrangement of Names Causes Stir. 

When in the course of the day an anti- 
Deneen man obeerved the fact that on,the 
republican ticket the name of Mr. Rinaker 
appeared above that of Charles Alling Jr., 
and out of alphabetical order, more trouble 
appeared on the horizon. 

It was explained, however, by those in 
charge of the “primary ’’ that the partisan 
nature of the voting was due not to a change 
in the policy of the association but to the new 
primary law. 

“ The new law makes it known beforehand 
just who will come before the voters,”’ said 
Horace K. Tenney, president of the asso- 
elation, “and we thought that In this way 
we could help the man who wants to vote 
along party lines by showing him whom in 
his party the bar in Chicago indorses. Of 
course It is an innovation, but circumstances 
have changed. Probably this ante-primary 
vote will Bé followed by our usual nonparti- 
san one after the primaries. I can’t say pos!- 
tively as to that, but our custom has become 
po fixed that I don’t think we will break 
away from it.” 

An unusually large vote—a total of 664 out 
of a membership of 1000—was cast.

President McCormick of Drainage Board 
Writes Letter to Members Pointing 
Out Advantages of Ewen Contract. 


President R. R. McCormick of the drainage 
board sent out a special letter to the trustees 
yesterday calling attention in plain terms to 
the situation confronting the district in the 
sale of crushed stone and urging the adop- 
tion next Wednesday of the Ewen contract, 
providing for its sale at a much more liberal 
figure than has ever before been secured. 
His letter was in part as follows: 

In the first place, the stone business of Chicago 
is controlled by a combination of dealers who work 
together to keep the price of raw material down 
and the price of manufactured material up. Dur- 
ing the many years it has lain on the spoll banks 
the trustees have only been able to sell the follow- 
ing amounts: 


Stone company, for 3 cents g yard. 

100,000 yards to the Mexican Crushed Stone com- 
pany, for 10 cents a yard. 

827,800 yards to the Western Stone company, 
for 10 cents a yard. 

When this board advertised for purchasers it re- 
eeived only three bids. In the discussions of the 
board and in the committee on finance it appeared 
that the board membere wished to accomplish two 
objects: One, to get as much income from the 
stone as possible} the other, to. sell the stone and 
clear off the banks for dock purposes in the short- 
est time. The proposed contract goes infinitely 
beyond anything béfore accomplished. The éxist- 
ing contracts for the sale of stone on the main 
channel provide for the consumption of only 100,000 
yards a year. The proposed contract demands at 
least an average consumption of 500,000 yards a 
year, producing a minimum revenue of $52,500. 

If the proposed contract bé not ratified, I fear 
it will be years before the board will get another 
bona fide offer for its stone. 

Mr. McCormick believes the contract Is the 
most advantageous way of breaking away 
from the crushed stone combine.

Coffee Shippers Make Complaint. 

Coffee shippers of Chicago and between 
Chicago and the Missouri river are alleging 
that discrimination is being practiced against 
them in favor of the shippers of cereal prod- 
ucts, and they threaten to appeal to the 
interstate commerce commission for relief. 
The cause of the trouble is the refusal of 
the roads to allow them to inclose premiums 
in their packages, which privilege is ex- 
tended to cereal shippers. The rallroads ad- 
mit it was a bad precedent to establish, 
but the practice is one-of long standing. 

The Baltimore and Ohio has found another 
difficulty in the operation of its big new 
engines, which were heralded as being the 
biggest in the country.

WEST PARK TRANSFORMATION 
ORDERED AT ONCE BY BOARD. 


Plans for Rehabilitation of Pleasure , 
Grounds Approved and Work Will 
Start on Monday. 


The transformation of the west side parks 
will begin at once. The west park board 
yesterday ordered steps taken to carry out 
the first of extensive plans for the rehabili- 
tation of the parks outlined by Supt. Jens 
Jensen in his report sent to the board last 
month. 

President Eckhart announced that the pre- 
liminary plans were completed and that from 
new on the work would be pushed. The re- 
grading of the incomplete portions of Hum- 
boldt and Garfield parks will be begun on 
Monday. 

Architects are to be consulted in regard to 
the rebuilding of the refectories in Garfield 
and Douglas parks. 

The central conservatory in Garfield park, 
which “will supply the flowers for the three 
parks, will be one of the first improvements 
completed. Architects who make a specialty 
of the construction- of green houses will 
be asked to submit plans for the building 
and the bids will be let before fall. 

The board ordered the immediate resurfac- 
ings of drives in the various parks which 
are worn or uneven. 

The delay in the execution of Supt. Jensen’s 
projects was caused by the submission of 
his plans to @n acknowledged expert in land- 
scape gardening for confirmation. J. F. 
Foster, superintendent of the south park 
System, was selected, and his report was 
submitted to the board yesterday. 

He approves of Mr. Jensen's plans, but 
made several suggestions for minor changes. 
In Garfield and Douglas parks he recom- 
mends different sites for boat houses. He 


‘also disapproved of the erection of a prome- 


nade in Garfield park between the music 
temple and the refectory because of the 
expense.

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GIVES CASH TO OFFICIAL. 


Seinwerth Declares He Cashed 
Voucher and Took Money 
to Employer. 


Miss Gertrude Carroll, who was stenogra- 
pher in the Circuit ceurt clerk's office for ten 
years, testified against John A. Cooke, her 
former employer, before Judge Ben M. Smith 
yesterday. She identified as his the writing 
on a slip of-paper containing names which 
Charles H. Bradley claimed had been given 
him to “etuff" the pay roll. She also ad- 
mitted seeing Bradley hand Cooke envelopes 
containing money. John E. Seinwerth, who 
succeeded Bradley as chief clerk, also was 
witness for the state. 

In his testimony Seinwerth confirmed all 
the statements made by Bradley with refer- 
ence to the padding of the pay rolls, and 
admitted signing the name of H. M. Zimmer 
to a voucher, and after getting it cashed 
at the county treasurer’s office turning the 
money over to Cooke. He also told of the 
conversations between himself, Bradley, and 
Cooke with reference to escaping prosecu- 


tion. 
Recalls Names of Clerks. 

On cross examination Attorney Hartnett 
for the defense sought to entangle Seinwerth 
when he asked if he could remember the 
clerks who worked with him in the Circuit 
clerk's office. Seinwerth suprised every one 
in the courtroom by an exhibition of memory, 
fer despite the fact that it covered a period 
two years ago the witness gave a list of 
several dozen names. He was again shown 
the Zimmer voucher and Mr, Hartnett asked: 

“Did you know what it was when you 
cashed it?’’ 

“I cashed it because I was ordered to,” 
responded the witness. 

“That is no answer to my question,”’ re- 
plied the attorney with some show of annoy- 
ance. 

“ Do yeu hope for immunity?’ 

“I am telling the truth, Mr. Hartnett,” 
said the witness, feelingly, “ and I certainly 
do hope for it.” 


Identifies Handwriting of Cooke. 

In her testimony Miss Carroll identified 
gseveral pay rolls made out by her. The slip 
containing the mames Bradley claimed were 
furnished by Cooke was handed to her. 

“In whose handwriting are those names?’ 
asked Mr. Healy. 

“In Mr. Cooke's,” replied the witness. 

A list of names which the prosecution 
claims were fraudulently placed on the pay 
roHs was read to her and while she remem- 
bered Cooke or Bradley telling her to write 
them down she could not recall ever seeing 
any of the men. 

“Did you ever see Bradley give Mr. Cooke 
envelopes ?”’ 

* Yes; several times, and usually about 
pay day.” 

“Was there money in these envelopes?’ 

“ Yes.”’ 

The witness could not say how many times 
the transfer of envelopes occurred. It is the 
contention of the state that these envelopes 
contained a ‘“‘rakeoff"’ from the regular 
receipts of the office and that this money 
wemt to Cooke’s credit in the Chicago Na- 
tional bank.

City Bealer Joseph Grein, inspector of 
weights and measures, is emerging slowly 
into the limelight as the “ice consumer's 
friend.” 

This evidently is going to be a real distinc- 
tion this summer in Chicago. For with all 
the hot weather talk about the “ ice trust" 
and the similarity in the top notch prices 
maintained by all the “ independent "' com- 
panies here, there is no evidence of a general 
move on the part of the authoriti 1 to “ break 
a lance” with ‘he “ barons” controlling that 
summer necessity. 

And thus it happens that the only active 
cCampaier that is being waged against the 
ice me. that recently begun by the city 
sealer who has detailed most of his fourteen 
inspectors on the complaint of short weight. 

He took a band in the chase himself yes- 
terday. with the result that two Austin ice 
Gealers were arrested and placed on trial. 

One of these was the Cicero and Proviso Ice 
company, which was fined $25 and costs by 
Justice Eberhardt at the Warren avenue po- 
lice court. A second defendant. James W. 
Carter, got scared and took a continuance 
for a week. 


“After Them Hard,” Says Grein. 

“We are after these fellows good and 
hard,” said Mr. Grein at night. “ It is bad 
enough to have ice selling for enough to fur- 
nish a four room flat without the companies 
trying the short weight racket. Any com- 
plaints of short weight reported to my office 
will receive mighty prompt attention. 

“My experience goes to show that this 
cheating on ice Is often the driver's ‘ graft.’ 
He learns that if he chops up a 100 pound 
ehunk of ice into irregular sections, he can 
‘sell’ from 125 to 150 pounds out of that 
chunk. This is a pretty tidy rakeoff, and is 
attempted frequently where the driver is the 
only one on the wagon. 

“But, on the other hand; we have found 
companies that send out their wagon men 
witha certain weight of ice, and hold them 
responsible for that amount, allowing prac- 
tically nothing for waste. There is nothing
